rF H E literary world is taking note in

April of the 100th anniversary of the 
pub lication

Graham’s 
Magazine

Poe’s “ Murders in the Rue Morgue.” Even 
in this day of tremendous production of 
my stery tales, Poe’s contrib ution stands 
out among the b est. 
There is a growing feeling, expressed 
b y critics as well as readers, that current 
murder stories are luo long and too gory . 
At the same time they frequently fail to 
make the reader’s b lood run cold. 
It 
should b e possib le, now and then, to write 
a thrilling detective story or my stery

any b ody . 
The delight for the reader should lie in the 
skilfully drawn plot, the suspense, the de­ 
velopments so artfully portray ed that the 
conclusion seems ab solutely logical even to 
the reader who didn’t foresee it. 
Because of the popularity of this ty pe 
of fiction, there is no need to stress the 
Poe anniversary for the sake of drumming 
up trade for the current output.

might add to their own pleasure b y turn­ 
ing b ack to his works for a glimpse of 
genuinely 
effective horror writing and 
expert sleuthing. 


BIG JOHN LEWIS 
Scholarly Phil Murray has the title of 
president of the CIO. b ut real CIO ruler 
is the same John L. Lewis who b ossed it 
until last Novemb er. 
Murray never makes a move without 
consulting Lewis. 
When Roosevelt asked 
Murray to recommend names for the Na­ 
tional Defense Mediation Board, Murray 
first conferred with John L. and at his 
urging sub mitted the names of Murray 
and Tom Kennedy , United Mine Worker 
secretary -treasurer, who, like Murray , is 
under Lewis’ thumb .

DIET AND HEALTH 


Dread Paraly sis 


Bj LOGAN CLENDLN’LNG, ML D. 
t Wc are alway s reminded b y the 
President's Birthday Ball and his 
visits to Georgia of the ever pres­ 
ent dread o f infantile paraly sis. 
The incidence o f occurrence o f in­ 
fa ntile paraly sis has not changed 
a t a ll in the last twenty -five y ears 
beca use we do not know any prac­ 
tica l metho ds o f prevention. 
Undoub tedly infantile paraly sis 
is apread from individual to indi-

vidoal in a numb er of way s. It is 
not a very frequent disease and 
when an epidemic does occur it is 
prob ab ly spread largely b y direct 
contact or cough droplets or in the 
b reath, or in the air of a b adly 
ventilated room. 


Inv estig a tio n Sta rted 
One definite method of spread 
seems to have b een discovered, 
which is that epidemics have b een 
proved to occur from water con­ 
taminated with sewage. It is well 
known to those who study epidem­ 
ics that infantile paraly sis tends 
to occur in neighb orhoods. 
For instance, a case which sta rt­ 
ed a line of investigation occurred 
in Connecticut in the summer of 
19 39 . Attention was first called 
to this when a girl 18 y ears old 
was admitted to the New Haven 
Hospital with a severe paraly tic 
form of the disease. She was the 
first patient with the disease to b e 
reported from that part of the 
state for over a y ear. Another pa­ 
tient with recent acute paraly sis 
was soon discovered in the same 
community and presently cases 
occurred in many memb ers of the 
six related families who lived close 
b y . 
Not so long afterw ards it was 
tcrb ury , Conn., there were re­ 
ported cases and fourteen cases 
were reported from the western 
part of Connecticut. The location 
of cases b ore a very definite rela­ 
tionship to the b anks of a 3tream 
or river which drains off sewage 
and industrial waste from the en­ 
ure region, and particularly from 
W aterb ury . 
Epidemics of this kind are b y 
no means rare, and have b een re­ 
ported in Sweden, Germany and 
Rumania; also in various parts of 
the United States. 
The virus of infantile para.y sis 
can b e isolated from this se-.vage 
water. It cannot b e isolated from 
ordinary running water unless the 
w ater has b een polluted b y sew­ 
age. 


I reported some of the prelim i­ 
nary work along this line a little 
oler a y ear ago. Last y ear the 
A m erican M edical A ssociation 
gave a prize to the men who had 
done the research work, which 
would indicate that it is consid­ 
ered to b e very authentic and val­ 
uab le and may b e the b eginning 
of our knowledge of the preven­ 
tion of this dread disease. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


O .W .:— “ Is there any special 
diet for one who has a stone or 
gravel in the b ladder?" 
Answer—Many diets have b een 
tried for this condition, b ut none 
has b een successful in preventing 
the formation of a stone or its 
growth after it has once started 
to form. 


R.M .:—“ Is the frequent use of 
paregoric to induce longer naps 
injurious to a child of two y ears?" 
Answer—Decidedly y es. P are­ 
goric is a specially prepared tinc­ 
ture of opium and its use is likely 
to induce the opium hab it. A child 
of two y ears certainly does not 
need any thing to induce longer 
naps unless there is something 
very much the m atter with it, in 
which 
case 
paregoric 
simply 
masks the real sy mptoms. 


L.M.C.: — “ W hat a re cy sts? 
How do they form, and what 
from? Do they ever form on the 
lips?" 
Answer—A cy st is an encapsu­ 
lated collection of fluid. The sim­ 
plest form of cy st is 
retention 
cy st in which the duct of a gland 
b ecomes closed and the secretions 
are dammed b ehind it. An exam­ 
ple of this is what is commonly 
called a “ wen" or seb aceous cy st 
of the skin. Cy sts, however, can 
form in any part of the b ody due 
to the overgrowth of cells, which 
form the cy st wall. 


P. M.:—“ What is the b est and 
most effective remedy for iron de­ 
ficiency in y our b lood?" 
Answer—Iron itself can b e ob ­ 
tained in many forms of pills and 
is the b est way of supply ing the 
deficiency .

It is 
not a very frequent disease and 
when an epidemic does occur it is 
probably spread largely by direct 
contact or cough droplets or in thc 
breath, or in the air of a badly 
ventilated room. 


Investigation Started 


One definite method of spread 
seems to have been discovered, 
which is that epidemics have been 
proved to occur from vaster con­ 
taminated with sewage. It is well 
known to those who study epidem­ 
ics that infantile paralysis tends 
to occur in neighborhoods. 
For instance, a case which start­ 
ed a line of investigation occurred 
in ^Connecticut in the summer of 
1939. Attention was first called 
to this when a girl 18 years old 
was admitted to the New Haven 
Hospital with a severe paralytic 
form of the disease. She was the 
first patient with the disease to be 
reported from that part of the 
state for over a year. Another pa­ 
tient with recent acute paralysis 
was soon discovered in the same 
community and presently cases 
occurred in many members of the 
six related families who lived close 
by. 
Not so long afterwards it was 
terbury, Conn., there were re­ 
ported cases and fourteen cases 
were reported from the western 
part of Connecticut. The location 
of cases bore a very definite rela­ 
tionship to the banks of a stream 
or river which drains of!’ sewage 
and industrial waste from the en­ 
ure region, and particularly from 
Waterbury. 
Epidemics of this kind are by 
no means rare, and have been re­ 
ported in Sweden, Germany and 
Rumania; also in various pans of 
the United States. 
The virus of infantile paralysis 
can be isolated from this rewage 
water. It cannot be isolated from 
ordinary running water unless the 
water has been polluted by sew­ 
age. 


I reported some of the prelimi­ 
nary work along this line a little 
oter a year ago. Last year the 
A m erican M edical A ssociation 
gave a prize to the men who had 
done the research work, which 
would indicate that it is consid­ 
ered to be very authentic and val­ 
uable and may be the beginning 
of our knowledge of the preven­ 
tion of this dread disease. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


O .W .:— “ Is there any special 
dict for one who has a stone or 
gravel in the bladder?”

An exam­ 
ple of this is what is commonly 
called a “wen” or sebaceous cyst 
of thc skin. Cysts, however, can 
form in any part of the body due 
to thc overgrowth of cells, which 
form the cyst wall.
